After continuing a ſufficient 
time in Paris to have ſatisfied himſelf with the amuſements of 
that metropolis, his lordſhip returned to England, where he 
was highly careſſed by his friends, and moſt of the nobility; 
eſpecially thoſe of a military turn, who teadily diſcovered all 
the requiſites for a ſoldier in the young earl of Craufurd, and 
perceived that he was now one of the compleateſt gentlemen | 


of the age. 


As his glory was to maintain his dignity, and his title to be” 
ennobled by the ſword, his lordſhip was eager of obtaining 
ſome military employment, and, on the twenty- fifth of De- 
cember 1726, he was honoured with the commiſſion of 
captain of one of the three additional troops in the royal 
regiment of north Britiſh orey dragoons, then commanded by 
general Sir James Campbell ; of which regiment his lordſhip 
had afterwards the honour to be colonel; He was a particular 
EE favourite with his general, who bore him almoſt a paternal 
_ affection, that continued to the time of his death, which 
happened at the battle of Fontenoy, where he commanded a di-- 
viſion of twelve ſquadrons, and wherein he was ſucceeded by 
the earl of Craufurd who accompanied him in that command: 


his s lordſhip was " greatly — by the officers, and 
extremely 
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extremely beloved by the ſoldiers :- an inſtance whereof was 1a Crtar, r. 
evident in the raiſing of theſe three new additional troops, J. 


which each. captain was obliged to do; wherein his lordſhip | 
was ſo ſucceſsful, that he had not only his own company 
F peedily completed, but had provided a ſufficient number of 
_ recruits to complete the two other companies. But theſe three 
additional companies being only deſigned for a temporary uſe, 
while it was expected the Spaniards would commence hoſtilities, 
againſt Great-Britain for the re-acquiſition of Gibraltar; and as 
the differences between the two crowns were adj uſted, or ſo 
reputed to have been, by the treaty of Seville; there ſeemed 
to be no farther neceſſity for theſe additional troo ps, which, 
in 1730, were accordingly reduced; whereupon the earl of 
Craufurd retired to a ſeat belonging to the dutcheſs dowager 3 
Argyle at Campbell-town, a poſt and parliament town of 
Scotland, ſituate on the caſt coalt of Cantire 1 in the ſhire of 
Argyle; where he continued, with her grace, about eighteen 
months; during which time, his ſtudies were the n ee 
hiſtory, and military inventions ; his exerciſes being failing 1 in 
a ſmall Norway boat, and Hans, wherein. he took extraor- 
dinary delight, following the hounds on foot over the moun- 
tains, Which were too ae en and inacceſſible for horſes. 


I N this eee his lordſhip conſulted the beſt ancient 
| hiſtorians who wrote recommendatorily of military virtue : by 
the characters repreſented i in their works, he endeavoured to 
form his own actions: thereby. to awaken his courage, and 


fortify his patience; the two principal deten for a ſoldier. 
Of 
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B ook Of all the Hluftrious men of antiquity, which his lord ſhip had 
II. generally in his eye, he ſeems to have acted moſt conliſtently 
— — with the character of Philopæmen: but whether the ſimilarity 
of their actions is owing to an imitation of the Grecian by the 
Briton; whether it be chance that wrought ſuch a congruity 
in their actions; or whether the parity of their ſouls inſpired 
them with the ſame paſſions, and theſe paſſions prompted 
them to the ſame actions, let men of a greater penetration than 
myſelf determine, according to their pleaſure. Indeed, there 
was this difference between them, in the early part of their 
lives ; that Philopzmen, though left an orphan, like the earl 
of Craufurd, in his juvenile years, yet was educated by Caſ⸗- 
ſander, as Homer ſays Achilles was by Phænix, who in his in- 
fancy moulded him to great and virtuous inclinations: whereas 
the young earl of Craufurd was brought up under a woman; 
Who, though meritorious of every female praiſe, cannot be 
imagined to have reared up the young lord in the ſame manner 
as the Megalopolitan was by Caſſander. Beſides, Philopæmen 
had his principal tuition under Eudemus and Demophanes, 
who were ſcholars in the academic ph iloſophy, and, above all 
men of their time, were remarkable for their application 
of learning to action and ſtate affairs: whereas the young earl 
of Craufurè was educated in a very different manner. Though 
the tutors of Philopæmen had freed their country from ſlavery; j 
though they had aſſiſted Aratus in driving out the tyrant Nio- Wl 
cles from Sycione ; and though they had ſettled tranquility I 
among the Cyreneans, by inſtituting falutary laws for their 
commonwealth; yer, of all their actions, they held their edu- 


cating 
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| eating of Philopimen i in the higheſt eſtimation; thinking they 38 
had done a general good to Greece, by training him to ſo I. 
much worth. But there is more honour due to the young — 
| earl of Craufurd, who, without ſuch aſſiſtance, acquired as 
great a reputation. Philopzmen was infatiably covetous of 
honour ; ſo was the earl of Craufurd: the Grecian was ſo 
ſtrongly addicted to war, that, even from his childhood, he 
both ſtudied and practiſed things belonging to it, taking great 
delight in managing of horſes and handling of weapons; ſo 
did our young Briton: Philopæmen, it is true, was more 
happy i in his patrimonial inheritance; but equally unhappy in 
the viciſſitudes of war: he ſelected ſuch authors whoſe admo- 
nitions made virtue delectable: in Homer, he attended to 
whatever gave an inſpiration to courage; but he principally ſtu- 
died the commentaries of Evangelus for marſhalling of armies: 
he received great ſatisfaction in peruſing the hiſtories of Alex- 
ander, ſtill conſidering to reduce whatever he read into prac- 
tice : for he diſregarded ſpeculation, and was intently bent to 
ſee, and diſcourſe of, what the nature of places, and their 
J  fituations would bear: fo that he would be continually raiſing. 
his thoughts about the difficulties of ſteep or broken ground; 
what might happen at rivers, ditches, or ſtreights, in march- 
ing cloſe or open; in this, or that, particular form of battle: 
the truth is, ſays Plutarch, he was too much addicted to war, 
which he paſſionately loved, as the means to exerciſe every 
virtue; utterly contemning thoſe who were not of a military 
diſpoſition, as drones, and uſeleſs in the commonwealth :. all

may as truly be ſaid of the earl of Craufurd; whe ſeemed to 
be the counterpart of Philopæmen in many actions of his life, 
as well as in his paſſions. Philopæmen was more fortunate 
and ſucceſsful in his firſt attempts; but his death was much 
more unfortunate, as he had not only the mortification to fall 
a priſoner into the hands of the Meſſenians, but to be poiſoned 
by the command of his greateſt enemy, the tyrant Pinocrates. 
They were both equally fond of manly exerciſes, as the beſt ex- 
citements to valour ; of which they had a precedent i in Pelo- 
pidas ; eſpecially in the love of hunting, an exerciſe wherein 
the heroes of antiquity delighted, as they eſteemed it the per- 
fect image of war in every part, and particularly in the diſcovery 
and knowledge of a country; without which, all enterprizes, 
either of ſport in hunting, or earneſt in wars, were frivolous 
and ineffectual: therefore Xenophon ſays, that the expedition 
of Cyrus againſt the king of Armenia, was nothing but a re- 
petition of ſuch ſports as he had been accuſtomed to in hunt- 
ing.

TRE earl of Craufurd, accompanied with ſeveral other ge- 
neral officers, departed from Comorra about the middle of 
April, and joined the imperial troops, as they were aſſembling 
at Peterwaradin, in which neighbourhood the whole army was 
encamped about the beginning of June. The Turks were 
ſucceſsful on the {ide of Hungary, where the battle of Krotzka 
gave them Belgrade, and compelled the emperor to accept of 

a ſeparate peace; at a time when count Munich was victorious 

in Moldavia : ſo that the Ruſſian general, inſtead of purſuing 
his march, and joining the Imperialiſts, was obliged: to return 
and gather freſh laurels in Beſſarabia, where he reduced the 
whole province, and ſeverely chaſtiſed the inſolence of the 
Tartars.

the leaſt advantage; they were met, engaged, and defeated, 
with the loſs of ten thouſand men killed on the field of battle, 
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3 three thouſand in their flight, five thouſand wounded, and 
+ about the ſame number taken priſoners : the Imperialiſts ha- 
1 ving two thouſand ſlain, and four thouſand wounded ; which 
2 was followed by the ſurrender of Belgrade, Ram, Semendria 
a Meadia, Sabatz, and Orſova. This may bring to our con- 
j ſideration what number of men, well martialled, and unde” 
i good diſcipline, are a competent proportion for any ſervice. 


T he army which Xerxes carried into Greece, was remarkable 
for its multitude, which was ſo great, that when he returned 
into Aſia, he left behind him 300,000 of his beſt ſoldiers, 
under the conduct of Mardonius ; and it was equally re- 


markable, that of ſo many fighting men, there was 260,000 
ſlain 
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few in number to conquer Greece, or too many to be. well 
martialled. The Romans had ſeldom above ten legions in, 


an army; but their, conquering armies were commonly far 


under that proportion: Marius with 50, ooo men defeated the
